Graduation  and  the  rest 
seemed  nice  to  Farley,  but  for  him  somehow  not  The  Point. 

For  him,  you  see  The  Point  was  to  walk  with  his  hands  in  his  pockets  and 
a  tune  "on  his  lips",  tinged  with  the  sadness  of  hard  earned  wisdom,  into 
the  once-again  green  afternoon.
